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SCHOOL REPORT. 


It has been a prosperous year with our schools. With a single 
exception, they have been under the care of experienced teachers, 
and all have been interested, faithful and sought to excel. 

Our school property, generally, is in a fair condition, though 
some improvements and repairs are needed. When we consider 
the origin, design and necessity of our public school system, it is 
highly important that all our children of school age should attend 
constantly the full time and secure all the benefits intended. 

The support of our schools is compulsory, and a large propor- 
tion of the amount raised is paid by those who haye no scholars to 
send—they pay this cheerfully for the public good. It is just, 
therefore, that the laws that require attendance should be ob- 
seryed.as well as the laws that require support. 

We regret that so many leave school as soon as they are of legal 
age to do so, our provisions are adequate to make a longer period 
profitable. With the means provided we have had twenty-five 
weeks of schooling the present year. ‘This hardly seems enough for 
a town like Rindge, it is three weeks less than the average in the 
state. Can we not make provision for thirty? Our town is not 
burdened with debt, our taxes are not high, comparatively; the 
extra amount would be slight for the individual, but in the aggre- 
gate of great advantage to the schools. There are only two towns 
in the county, where schools exist, besides Rindge, that do not raise 
more money than is required by law, while it is estimated that four- 
fifths of the towns in the state make extra appropriations. 

It is desirable that a system of grading, and a course of study 
be introduced into our schools and followed as far as practicable. 

We also would emphasize the importance of having our town 
classed with others so as to secure the services of the superintendent 
of a supervisory district.

REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN 
For THE YEAR ENDING DECEMBER 31, 1902. 


Comparing the circulation of books for the year 1902 with that 
of the preceding year, we find an increase in the whole number of 
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books circulated and also in the number of juveniles taken from 
this library, while the number of magazines given out here was the 
largest since the library was opened. 

One hundred and six volumes have been added by purchase.
